elearer to its members today ‘as the 
result of the division in the legisla- 
ture vesterday. Liberal support-sus- 
tained the government on a _ vote 
which Premier Bennett declared to 
be a motion of confidence. The issue 
On which the vote was taken—ad- 
journment of debate on CCF resolu- 
tions—was relatively unimportant. 

The_result-of the. division should 
correct certain misconceptions har- 
bored by Social Credit members and 
enunciated by Health and Welfare 
Minister Eric Martin earlier in the 
tveek 

Mr. Martin, at one point, said he 
wanted “to make it clear that neither 
the Socialists, Liberals--or Tories 
have_the balance of power in this 
legislature.’ 

As: spokesman for a minority gov- 
ernment, opposed by one bloc of al- 
Most equal numerical strength, he 
must realize that he and his col- 
leagues depend on the support. of 
some non-Social Credit members to 
Maintain the government. The group 
on which he depends—and it con- 
ceivably might change from time to 
time in furnishing the government 
support—obviously holds the bal- 
ance. His party stays in office dur- 
ing the life of the present legislature 
as long as the unit holding the 
balance throws its weight the admin- 
istration’s way. 

Mr. Martin speaks a trifle loosely 
when he says: “I want to make it 
tlear that my leader, when asked to 
form a government, did so; and this 
government now presenting its 
policies and legislation to the House 
These policies are Social Credit poli- 
cies which the opposition can either 
accept or reject.” 

Mr, Martin would have been 
more correct had he stated the 
leader of his party, which calls itse!f 
Social Credit, was asked to form a 
government and did so; and this gov- 
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ernment is now presenting its policies | 
and legislation to the House. He is | 
scarcely explicit when he states / 
“these are Social Credit policies.” 
Rather are they policies of a govern- 
ment which calls itself Social Credit, 
but has carefully avoided, to date, 
application of the principles implied 
by that name. 

Of course it is up to the oppo- 
sition to accept or reject those 
policies. : 

As far as the Liberal group in the 
legislature is concerned, its position 
on that issue is clear. The Liberals 
have stated quite frankly that they 
will accord the government sup- 
port as long as it introduces sane, 
orthodox legislation. When the gov- 
ernment deviates from that course 
in a way to violate Liberal principles, 
then the support can no longer be 
expected. F 

The government,- recognizing its 
numerical limitations, is anxious to 
appeal to the public again in the 
hope that it may obtain a clear ma- 
jority—a majority which might per- 
mit it to deviate from the limits set 
by the Liberals, for instance. 

On numerous occasions chal- 
lenges have been thrown across the 
floor from government benches in- 
viting the opposition to defeat it and 
pave the way for another election 
The opposition, to date, has declined 
to accept that bait 

At the same time, members of 
the opposition parties have exercised 
their proper right to criticize certain 
features of legislation introduced by 
the government. They have not car- 
ried that criticism to the point of 
defeating the government by vote 
for the simple reason that, while 
critical on some points, the group 
holding the balance has accepted the 
legislation as orthodox

ae THOSE WHO ARE NOT 
sure just what is going on in 
the world, the recent words of Gen.

If it were true, Gen. Bradley Says, 
“neither you nor I would have time 
to sit around: and talk about it.” 

That is an argument that might 
not appeal to citizens of the 
United States, Canada and _ other 
western lands who now in the 
trenches of Korea. For a man 
under shell-fire it matters little 
whether the shooting is the accom- 
paniment of World War 2A or 3 

For the rest of us, however, the 
words carry sense. We have not 
yet entered that conflict that

The task 
of the democracies is to see that the 
easing will be to their advantage, 
that the break will not be theirs.

“tough,” but it could be much worse
